BRYAN He Y. PoP 

Major General William 
E. Bryan Jr., USAF Retired, 
with his family at his side, 
yet another member of the 
“Greatest Generation,” was 
lost to us Sunday, April 6, 
2008. Our dad was a true 
war hero i in Rieti sense of 
the word. 

He entered the aie Air 
Corps in March 1942 at the 
age of 21 from his hometown 
of Flint, Mich. Dad flew 114 
combat missions in WWII in 
the P-51 Mustang Fighter 
from 1943 to 1945. Stationed 
in England with the 339th 
Fighter Group, he achieved 
status of “Ace,” reserved only 
for VSH fighter pilots. 

. Acareer military man, in 
August of 1950, dad again 
flew the P-51 Mustang on 
121 combat missions with the 
18th Fighter Bomber Wing 
during the Korean War. 

In 1967, while command- 
ing the 831st Air Division, 
he had occasion to fly a mis- 
sion from Thailand to North 
Vietnam. Thus he would 
declare that he flew fighters 
in three wars. He was later 
promoted to Brigadier Gener- 
al and served 18 months in 
Vietnam... 

As a highly decorated com- 
mand pilot with greater than 
5,000 hours of flight time, he 
finished his career as a Major 
’ General with 33 years of 
service to his country at 
which time he retired to 
Ocean Springs, Miss. His 


accommodations include the 
Distinguished Service Cross, 
Distinguished Service Medal, 
Legion of Merit, The Distin- 
guished Flying Cross with 4 
Oak Leaf Clusters, Bronze 
Star Medal, the Croix de 
Guerre, and the Air Medal 
with 23 Oak Leaf Clusters. 

Our mother, Olive Bryan, 
traveled the world with him, 
raising their four children, 
Gale Singley of Pass Christ- 
ian, Miss., Julie Hurst of 
Norfolk, Va., William E. 
Bryan, III, of Raleigh, N.C., 
and Joni Bryan of Mobile, 
Ala. Until her death, several 
months before Hurricane 
Katrina hit, their love story 
spanned 60 years. Dad has 
given us a lifetime of won- 
derful story telling, raunchy 
old military songs, a love of 
the music of the ’40s and ’50s 
and jokes ... many, many 
jokes ... laughter and love. 
Until his death at age 86, he 
was a living legend. His sis- 
ter, Ruth Yuille of Flint, and 
his family and friends will 
miss him more than we can 
say. Farewell and blue skies 
for your last flight, Dad. 

Visitation will be held 
today, Tuesday, April 8, 2008, 
at Bradford-O’Keefe Funer- 
al Home in Ocean Springs 
from 6 p.m. until 8 p.m. Gen- 
eral Bryan will be sent to 
Arlington, Va., for interment 
in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery with full military hon- 
ors.

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_ The History of the O’Briens 


he O'Briens are one of the 
great Gaelic families of Ireland, 
| and were the rulers of the 
ancient kingdom of Thomond, 
which takes in much of the 
modern county Clare and also the adjacent 
parts of counties Limerick and Tipperary. 
The family name is derived from Brian Boru 
(925-1014 A.D.) who was King of Thomond 
and rose to become High-King of Ireland. 
Brian Boru is best remembered as the 
leader of the Irish army which finally 
defeated the Vikings (i.e., the 
Scandinavian invaders of 
Ireland) at the Battle of 
Clontarf in 1014. Brian 
Boru was himself killed in } 
this battle. Since this time 
many O’Briens have been 
prominent in Irish history. 

The Annals of the Four 
Masters, which is a 17th- 
century chronicle of impor- 
tant events in Ireland from 
1055 to 1616, record the 
activities of over 300 indi- 
vidual O’Briens. There 
are several O’Brien castles 
still in existence in their ancient territories. 
The most famous, and the one recom- 
mended to all O’Briens for a visit, is 
Bunratty Castle, an O’Brien stronghold from 
1353 until 1712. The castle is now a 
museum and banquet center. Another, 
more recent, O’Brien property in Clare is 
Dromoland Castle which is now a luxury 
hotel. One of the colorful O’ Brien residents 
of Dromoland was Sir Lucius O’Brien, who 
was such an avid fan of horse-racing that 
he changed the name of the local town to 
Newmarket after the English horse-racing 
center of the same name. 

The O’Brien name is still very com- 
mon in Ireland, the fifth most common. It 
hil is notable that the name almost always 
al occurs complete with its “O” prefix, unlike 
mt some other names which historically had 
a , i this prefix but later dropped it. It is occa- 
Hd AD sionally also spelt O’Bryan or O’ Brian.

O’Briens were made peers of the British _ 


Crown in order to encourage their allegiance. 
The three hereditary titles they were granted 
are: Earl of Thomond, Baron and Earl of 
Inchiquin, and Viscount Clare. The first of 
these two lines have historically favored the 
British Crown, whereas the Viscounts 
Clare have been prominent in several 
attempts to reduce British domination of 
Ireland. Daniel O’Brien, the 3rd Viscount 
Clare, was the founder of the famous Irish 
Brigade in the Army of France. It was 
mainly composed of the Irish 
Jacobite army which left 
Ireland after the Treaty 
of Limerick (1692). The 
Regiment was also known 
as Clare’s Dragoons. His 
descendant, the 5th 
Viscount Clare, was killed 
at the Battle of Ramillies 
in 1706 while in com- 
mand of the regiment. 
The 6th Viscount Clare 
(1669-1771) led the 
Brigade in the famous 
battle of Fontenoy when 
the French defeated the 
English and allied armies. 
The Brigade and their exploits 
are commemorated in many ways but 
most notably in the poem by Thomas 
Davis which includes the famous lines: 

“In far foreign fields from Dunkirk to 
Belgrade/Lie the soldiers and chiefs of 
the Irish Brigade.” 

In more recent times William Smith 
O’Brien (1803-1864) was one of the 
founders of the rebel Young Ireland 
Movement. In 1848, when most of the 
leaders of the movement were arrested, he 
led a minor and ill-fated insurrection. His 
statue stands in Dublin’s O’Connell Street. 
His daughter Charlotte O’Brien ( 1845-1909) 
was a writer on various social issues whose 
articles on conditions aboard emigration 
ships resulted in a Board of Trade inves- 
tigation into the White Star line and stricter 
control of emigrant ships. 

In the cause of American freedom the 
O’Briens are no less notable. There were 
231 O’Briens in the American Revolutionary 
Army. These included the O’ Brien broth- 
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ers, led by Jeremiah O’ Brien (1740-1818), 
who were among the party of volunteers 
who captured the British ships Margaritta 
and Union in Maine. This was the first naval 
engagement of the War of Independence. 
Jeremiah was later the Captain of the 
Machias Liberty. 

Other rebel O’Briens include William 
O’Bryan, the “Rebel treasurer of Georgia” 
who was one of the first patriots to be 
imprisoned for his prerevolutionary activ- 
ities. 

Fitzjames O’Brien (1828-1862), who 
was born in Limerick and emigrated to the 
United States, wrote extensively for 
Harpers, Atlantic Monthly, and many 
other literary magazine. One of the 
Bohemian set of New York, he was killed 
in the American Civil War as a soldier in 
the New York National Guard. 

Frederick O’Brien, born in Baltimore, in 
1869, was a world traveler and writer and 
editor of several newspapers. His novel 
White Shadows of the South Seas (1919) 
was a popular work of its time. 

Other literary O’Briens include Kate 
O’Brien (1897-1974), who was born in 
Limerick. She wrote many novels includ- 
ing Land of Spices, Without My Cloak 
and That Lady (1946), which was su)se- 
quently dramatized and played on Broad. sy. 
Her works have recently regained popularity 
in Ireland, particularly due to the efforis of 
Virago, the Irish women’s publishing 
house. — 

Edna O’Brien, a County Clare-born 
author, since the publication of her first book, 
The Country Girls, has enjoyed world- 
wide critical success. As has Tim O’Brien, 
the author of several books including The 
Things They Carried, a book of short sto- 
ries about the time he spent in Vietnam. 

Other prominent O’Briens include Edward 
O’Brien (1860-1927) who was a mer- 
chant and diplomat and a world authority 
on shipping and inland navigation. Morgan 
O’Brien (1852-1939) was an eminent 
lawyer and jurist who became a justice of 
New York Supreme Court at a record age 
of 35. His son Kenneth O’Brien also served 
in this capacity. And Jim O’Brien, presi- 
dent of the Boston chapter of ICCUSA. 
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When Hope and History Rhyme

The Americans, having undertaken the 
task of bringing the message of tolerance 
to a people divided, carried it off with 
great skill and panache. The speeches 
were flawless, the message rich in history 
and the art of compromise, the delivery with- 
out stumble. So beautifully was the 
President’s visit to Ireland executed, in fact, 
that by the time it ended, and the poet 
Seamus Heaney presented Bill Clinton 
with a hand-written copy of the poem 
(excerpted above) that he had cited some 
six times in two days’ visit, we were all 
believing in “miracles and cures and heal- 
ing wells.” 

For the American President proved to be 
a forceful communicator, who managed, 
with exceptional evenhandedness, to win 
over even the most hardened cynics to 
the possibilities of peace. 

As Anna Hanna, a Belfast Protestant, told 
the New York Times, “I didn’t think his pres- 
ence would do much good, but he was 
absolutely first class, and after listening to 
him, I think he will help people come 
together.” 

And come together they did — in their 
thousands — 28,000 in Belfast alone —one 
in ten citizens, Protestant and Catholic 
— who left their grievances aside to greet 
the man who had helped to silence the guns. 
And that quiet hope that had lain at the bot- 
tom of people’s hearts for 15 months at last 
became a “‘tidal wave” and the visiting 
American became the medium through 
which their desire, “I see that the people 
want peace, and the people will have 
peace,” expressed itself. 

To Belfast, Derry, and Dublin the per- 
suasive President brought his message, 


in turn cajoling: “Those who show the 
courage to break. with the past are entitled 
to their stake in the future,” and forceful: 
“Violence has no place at the table of 
democracy and no role in the future of this 
land.”’ He heaped praise on the Irish — their 
writers, troops who served on U.N. peace- 
keeping missions, young people who orga- 
nized against world hunger. Taking them 
outside the confines their small country and 
making them see themselves in the context 
of the world. 

Addressing the crowd in Guildhall 
Square in Derry, that embattled city of so 
much history — the place upon which 
the street plan of Philadelphia was based 
— he cited the example of William Penn, 
the Irish Protestant turned Quaker, who 
turned away from warfare to found 
Philadelphia as a place where he hoped that 
people of all persuasions could live in 
harmony. His motto was E Pluribus Unum, 
“Out of many, one.” 

It was easy to believe “On Days Like 
This,” as the Van Morrison song goes — 
the one he sang for the president in Belfast, 
that a “further shore [was] reachable.” 
But now that the American show has left 
town, the full realization that peace is 
infinitely more arduous than war, is sink- 
ing in. 

G.B. Shaw, whom the president quoted 
understood that old habits and hard grudges 
are not easily laid aside. But in the ardu- 
ous journey towards a lasting peace we can 
look back on a couple of days when 
grudges were put aside, and “hope and his- 
tory rhymed.” E Pluribus Unum. And 
people from both sides of the divide came 
together to cheer the American President, 
and we can use that memory to carry on. 

And we would do well to remember 
the President’s parting words. Invoking the 
legacy of the Civil War he quoted a former 


confederate governor of Arkansas: 


“We have all done wrong. No one can say 
his heart is altogether clean and his hands 
altogether pure. Thus as we wish to be for- 
given, let us forgive those who have sinned 
against us and ours.” This, the President said, 
“was the beginning of America’s recon- 
ciliation, and it can be the beginning of 
Northern Ireland’s reconciliation.” 

What a great beginning to 1996 that

Your Nancy 
Bryan, I believe is on page 3(or possibly pg 4) and the 9th 
child of Hardy Bryan and listed also on page 4 as a sister of 
Stephen K. Bryan. Stephen K. Bryan was my great grandfather's 
father. My great grandfather was George Washington Bryan,born 
1846 in New Bern, NC. The Stephen K. Bryan family moved to 
Mississippi in 1846-47 period and purchased a large tract of 
land in what is now Clay County(Near West Point). The county 
I believe was originally part of Chickasaw County and later 
split off to form Colfax County. Mr. Colfax was a Secretary 
of State under President Lincoln I believe. After 1872 when 
Federal control was relaxed, Colfax County became Clay County. 
You may have information under one or all three of these county's 
but it also may be one and the same place. 


George Washington Bryan had seven children, was a civil war 
veteran, and died when I was about age 2, His sixth son(pg 5) 
was my grandfather, George Casey Bryan, Sr who was a Spanish 
American War veteran. George Casey Bryan Jr was my father(pg 7) 
and he died in 1981. George Washington Bryan, several of his 
children, and George Casey Bryan, Sr are all buried in Greenwood 
Cemetary in West Point near the Bryan Foods Plant. 


The Bryan library in West Point would be a good reference 

source for you as well as Greenwood Cemetary records. Page 9 
has a reference listed as "The Story of Bryan Foods" which 

also may be of some value. Page 14-15 of the attached paper has 
several references also. 


The North Carolina State Archieves have been a goodreference for 
us. There were several Bryan's in our family(direct) that fought 
in the Revoluntary War and may be picked out from the attached 
paper. I do not believe you will have a problem tying this all 
together. Your charts are enclosed.

Little is known of the early history of 
Brugge. In 837 the town was fortified by 
Count Baldwin II of Flanders. At that time 
Brugge was linked to the sea by the Zwyn 
R., and during the next four centuries its 
importance as a port increased steadily. 
Brugge became a member of the Hanseatic 
League (q.v.) about 1340. The city, then one 
of the leading trade and woolen-goods manu- 
facturing centers of the world, flourished until 
the end of the 15th century. A period of pro- 
tracted decline occurred at about that time, 
primarily because of the closing of the Zwyn 
R. by accumulated silt. The weaving indus- 
try disintegrated and the guilds collapsed. 
Brugge never regained its former pre-eminent 
position as a trading and manufacturing 
center, and before the end of the 16th century 
it was known as Bruges-la-Morte (Fr., “dead 
Brugge”). From 1795 to 1814, during the 
French Revolution and the Napoleonic Wars, 
the city was ruled by France. It was a posscs- 
sion of the Netherlands from 1814 to 1831, 
when Belgian independence was established. 
Construction of the ship canal between 
Brugge and Zeebrugge early in the 20th cen- 
tury considerably accelerated commercial ac- 
tivity in the city. German military forces 
occupied Brugge from 1914 to 1918 during 
World War I and constructed many naval 
installations in the port. In World War II 
German troops occupied the city from the 
spring of 1940 to the autumn of 1944. 

The principal industry of Brugge is the 
manufacture of fine lace, a product for which 
the city has long been famous. Among other 
industries are textile manufacturing, brewing, 
and shipbuilding. The more important ex- 
ports are textiles, iron, macadam, coke, and 
agricultural products, and the principal im- 
ports are coal, petroleum, lumber, and ni- 
trates. Pop. (1965 est.) 52,424. 


BRULE, Errenne (1592?-1632), French 
explorer. He was a member of the expedition 
led by Samuel de Champlain (q.v.), in 1608, 
which resulted in the founding of Quebec, 
Canada. In 1610 Champlain sent Brulé to live 
among the Algonquin Indians. Brulé learned 
the Indians’ language and served Champlain 
as an interpreter. In 1615 he was a member 
of Champlain’s expedition which discovered 
Lake Ontario. Later, after exploring the Sus- 
quehanna River, Brulé was held captive for a 
time by Iroquois Indians. In 1618, while 
searching for the Northwest Passage (q.v.), 
he visited the site where Sault Sainte Maric, 
Michigan, is now located, and for the next ten

years lived among the Huron Indians, col- 
lecting furs for the French. Brulé then turned 
against the French and in 1629 served as pilot 
on the St. Lawrence River for the British 
naval expedition which captured Quebec and 
took Champlain prisoner. Brulé was killed in 
a quarrel with a Huron Indian. 

BRUMMELL, Georce Bryan, better known 
as Breau BRUMMELL (1778-1840), English 
dandy, born in London, son of Lord North’s 
private secretary, and educated at Eton and 
at Oriel College, Oxford University. He be- 
came an intimate companion of the Prince 
of Wales, afterward George IV, and was for 
many years regarded by the court society as 
an oracle upon all matters of dress and eti- 
quette. While his fortune lasted, he kept an 
elegant establishment in London, but he 
finally lost his royal friends, became poor, 
gambled recklessly, fled from his creditors in 
1816, and died in the Asylum du Bon Sauveur, 
a hospital for the mendicant insane, in Caen, 
France, where he had been British Consul 
in 1830-32. 

BRUNEI, sultanate under the protection of 
the United Kingdom, situated in n.w. Borneo. 
The sultanate consists of two geographical 
divisions, each of which fronts on the South 
China Sea and is otherwise entirely surround- 
ed by Sarawak (q.v.) territory. The coast line 
totals about 100 m. in length. Brunei has a

tropical climate. Dense forests, with many 
valuable stands of timber, occupy much of 
the interior. Some of the largest oil fields in 
the British Commonwealth are situated near 
Seria (pop., about 5500). About 35 million 
barrels of crude oil are produced annually. 
In addition to crude oil, the leading prod- 
ucts and exports are rubber, mangrove ex- 
tract (cutch), jelutong (a resinous sap), and 
sago. Imports include rice, sugar, tobacco, 
kerosene oil, and machinery. Cloth weaving, 
boatbuilding, and the making of brass and 
silver articles are among the native indus- 
tries. The capital of the sultanate is Brunei 
(pop. in 1965, 52,973). 

Under the constitution of 1959 the post of 
British resident was abolished. Brunei was 
administratively separated from Sarawak, and 
a British high commissioner was appointed for 
Brunei. Executive authority was vested in a 
mentri besar (chief minister) appointed by 
the sultan. The constitution provides also for 
a privy council, an executive council, and a 
legislative council, all ultimately responsible 
to the sultan. The British high commissioner 
is a member of the executive and privy 
councils. Area, 2226 sq.m.; pop. (1965 est.) 
118,452, including mainly Malays, aboriginal 
Borneans, and Chinese. 

Prior to establishment of British control, 
Brunei was a powerful Malay sultanate. It 
was first visited by Europeans in 1521, when 
the Portuguese navigator Ferdinand Magellan 
anchored off the coast. After this visit trade 
with the Europeans and piratical activities 
against them developed quickly. The Span- 
iards captured the capital in 1580, but were 
soon compelled to evacuate it. In 1645 an- 
other Spanish expedition failed in an attempt 
to end Malay piracy in the surrounding wa- 
ters. Brunei was noted as a haven for pirates 
at the end of the 18th century. About 1840 the 
British navy, seeking to protect commerce 
between Singapore and n.w. Borneo, started 
operations against the pirate fleets, which 
were destroyed by 1845. Meanwhile the sultan 
of Brunei had granted Sarawak to the British 
army officer James Brooke as a reward for aid 
in quelling a civil war; Brooke assumed the 
title of rajah. In 1847, after temporary oc- 
cupation of the capital by the British, the 
nearby island of Labuan was ceded by 
the sultan to Great Britain. The sultan also 
granted the British a monopoly on trade. 
Brunei was placed under British protection 
by the terms of a treaty concluded in 1888. 
In 1906 the administration of the sultanate 
was placed in the hands of a British resident.
